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CONFIDENCE UNDER WATER, 


To Acquire That Should Be the First 
Lesson In Swimming. 

A person who is timid about the 
water can overcome the greatest part 
of the difficulty of learning to swim 
by the proper use of a wash basin. 

The obstacle that nervous persons 
meet in the water is not the conscious 
fear of drowning, but an involuntary 
nervous shock that causes thein to 
gasp for air even before their faces 
are under water. It is this gasping for 
breath that drowns people. 

They cannot contro! the gasping, 
and consequently they often snap for 
breath when their mouths are under 
water. As the buoyancy of a human 
body is easily disturbed, a few pints 
or quarts of water swallowed in these 
Anvoluntary gasping acts serve to sink 
@ persen who otherwise would float 
Jong enough for help to arrive. 

Now, if a person afflicted with this 
dnvoluntary fear of getting under wat- 
er will thrist the whole face gently 
into an ordinary basin full of water 
every day and stay there as long as 
 oanerdey it will be only a short time 


fore the gasping sensation begins to | 


disappear. 

Then the both tub should be used, 
@o that the bather, lying full length, 
@an immerse the entire head. At first 
this wiil bring back all the old fright- 
ening sensations of suffocation, but 
the attacks will be of short duration, 
and within a few days it will be found 
Shat the total immersion can be main- 
Mained for almost a full minute with- 
out discomfort of any kind. 

Once a person has learned how per- 
fectly comfortable one can be under 
water the first great step has been 
taken toward learning to swim. 

Many otherwise good swimmers 
have never really acquired this calm- 
ness under water. The result is that 
when such a swimmer is caught in 
an undertow or a swirling current his 
confidence leaves him as soon as he 
feels himself dragged under the sur- 
face. Instead of diving or remaining 
motionless and so preserving his 
breath he gasps involuntarily and nat- 


urally swallows water, and the chok-,

)by the agricultural departnieiut of the 
|} University of Minnesota, as well as 
those conducted by the ofhce of farm 
Management of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, show thet 
sunder ordinary coaditiongs on Ameri- 
‘ean farms work horses are utilized 
only about threc aud a iwlf hours a 
day on the average. Horse power $s | 
thus utilized to less than half its ca-; 
pacity. Per unit of werk done this 
power costs aloie than twiee what it | 
‘should cost. ‘The full utilisation of 
the power actually available would 
thus reduce materially the cost of pro- 
ducing crops. The cost of keeping. 
a work horse is on the average about 
$125 a year. The average utilization | 
of the horse is about 1250 hours a) 
year, at an hourly cost of 10 ‘cents | 
per hour, If we double the number | 
of hours’ work the horse does—and | 
this can be done without injury to the 
animal—we reduce the hourly cost to 
five cents.—W. J. Spillman, agricul-
